onve in x while? Mr. Nikisch poemed 0 have
an esvecial sympathy with each wariety of
romanticisn above represented. The fresh,
joyous flow of Schumann’s “Spriog” symphony,
with 118 strong undercurrent ol serious earnest-
ness, wasitreated with affootionate solioi-
tude and the uimost atrention to
every sbade of meaning. The Russian's
lovely uud freel; developed andaniine was
piaved with preat warmth and expres:iveness,
while the piguant scherzo, with its “obstinate"
plucking of the strings and bizarre Oriental
color—the Tartar under the Ruossian's skin mi-
grated from the East—was 5 rare bit of virtu-
osity both in conceplion and in exspution.

Saint-Ssens’ wierd and grotesque mens-
nres lacked the swing and swirl belonging
tn it; the tempo was & trifle slow and the
climax too long repressed. Most of the time
it scemed like & graveyard elogy ivstead
of 3 skeleton orgy. But the Wagz-
rer “Waldweben" was absolutely delicious
in its breath of the woodland and wonderfully
exciting In its swells of passionate longing,
The **Meltersinger” prelude, also, exbaled a

BIG BUSINESS ON EMALL CAPITAL

The Investigntion of an Invesiment Dis.
closes Some Queer Facta,

Bostox, May 2 —Hon, E. M. McPher-
son, the Commissioner of Foreign Corpora-
tions, has been looking up the record of the
Eustern Investment Company, and as a re-
sult of his investigations bas orderad the
concern immediately to cease doing business
in Mussachusetts, The rise and progress of
the institution, as shown by oﬂ?uill docu-
ments, is full of jaterest. The advertise-
ments declare that it has been in business
14 vears; vet it was only chartered in the
State of Maine in 1890. The auothorized
eapital is given ns §2,000,000, of which §1,-
500,000 is alleged to have been subscribed,
and it is stated that the surplus is §152,000.

It iz found that at the timeof its incor-
poration only a few hundred dollars was
paid in as capital stock—enongh to secure &
charter. When the Treasurer was asked for
n statement of the company’s property,
certnin lands in Florida, worth, as alleged,
850,000, and valuable Boston real estste
were scheduled. The waluable Florida
properly, the investigation discloses, cost
about §6,000, and the Boston property is
worigaged 1o almost, il not the entire, value,
Beveral stockholders in the company have
brought suit ugainst the manasgement to re-
cover mouey paid in under alleged misrep-
resentation, and to-day an attachment was
placed on the property of the company, and
aiso on that of Treasurer Meyer, his wife,
Estella M. Mever, and Benjamin P. Walker.
